Travels of Dr. Oronhyatekha and 
His Party. 


Letter Received From the Holy Land by 
One of Our Townsmen. 


The following letters from the Holy 
Land are published in the hope that: 
partial account of the travels of Dr, 
Oronhyatekha and his party may prove 
of interest to our readers, The scenes 
whereof the writer speaks are strange 
to most of us, and are likely to remain 
so, but a vivid description of them will 


_add to our store of knowledge concern- 


tug these places. Miss Oronhyatekha 
writes from Jerusalem. Through the 
courtesy of the recipient, John Loft, 
uncle of the young lady, THe TrinuNe 
publishes the following : 

Dear Uncie Joun—It has been al- 
most two weeks since I wrote you a 
letter und yet I have seen so much, it 
does seem like a month, 

While in Genoa we spent a most de- 
lightful day visiting the Camposanto, 
the king’s palace, the City Hall, and 
the Gardens, besides other places of not, 
much jimportance. We left Genoa 
about 11 on our way to Naples, arriy- 
ing at Naples, in the afternoon, 
Father, mother and [ with a few other 
passengers remained on board ship as 
we were to be there only afew hours, 
We had a splendid view of Mount 
Vesuvius. There was an eruption 
quite lute in the afternoon and we 
could see the laya running down the 
side of the mountain. In the evening 
it looked very fine. We were told 
that we were very fortunate to see 
such a sight, as it did not very often 
happen as it did that evening. We 
left Naples at 7:30, The sex - was 
dreadfully rough all the way from 
Genoa to Alexandria Sunday, Feb 19, 
that is the next day after leaving 
Naples. When at lunch time very few 
people were on hand and at service 
in the afternoon there wereonly about 
twenty of us presept: at dinner time 
it was worse. People came into 
dinner, but in& very short time you 
would see first one and then another 
vushing out of the saloon, So many 
went out that I began to think [might 
eeeiely turn green too, but I came 
through it sufe and sound, There 
were eight at one table when we were 
present, but most of the time there 
were only three and sometimes four 
on hand. We arrived sately at Alex- 
andriy Tuesday, Feb. 2Ist, about 9. 
We remained on board until early 
next morning. We had breakfast at 
7 and landed a dittle after 8. We had 
to take our train for Cairo at9 in the 
morning, I assure you we had to 
move very fast. 

I forgot to mention that on 
Feb. 19, we were called at six in the 
morning (of course it wasn't any 
tvonble for me to get up at that time, 
I rise so early when at home,) to see 
the steamer Messina, the Island of 
Sicily and southern Italy. We also 
had a splendid view of Mount ®tna. 
The scenery was very fine all through. 

After leaving Alexandria we went 
to Cairo, that is mother and I did. 
We went direct to Hotel du Nil on 
our arrival Father arrived at the 
hotel ubont 8 in the evening. You 
will wonder why we did not go to 
Cairo together, It was because father 
had to look after our trunks. We are 
now travelling with just what we 
actually vequire and have sent our 
trunks back to England. So if ever 
you come to Egypt or Palestine never 
bring a trunk with you, We thorough- 
ly enjoyed our stay at Cairo The 
first day there we drove out to the 
pyramids. On our Way through the 
city we met the French, Germun and 
Itali Liunbassadors and party. We 
arrived at the pycamids about 10:30 
after having a ten mile drive overqu 
fine road. We _.Went around the 
pyramids, but did not ascend any of 
them; viewed the Sphinx, then went 
into the Temple of the Sphinx, then to 
the Mena House, where we rested and 
had lunch at one. At tw we left 
Mena House for the vic palace 
and museum and back to Cairo, arriv. 
ng at our hotel about 6:30, We dined 
aut 7:30, Next morning we visited the 
mosques, the citadel und tombs of the 
Caliphs. In the afternoon we went to 
sce the whirling dervishes; there were 
about a hundred ¢: iuges at this 
place; when we were le: ving there was 
& seramble for the carringes, We 
cane out third best and at once drove 
at a break-neck speed to seo the 
dancing dervishes, Bee We. were 
dalthough We came out first in our 
§ * lever Was driven so fast in 
all my life. We then drove on to Old 
Ouiro to see the Coptic church Thi 
finished the second day.

Dear ULcLe JoHN—We are this 
faronour way home, and [I am not 
sorry, although we have had the most 
delightful time here in Ftaly. 

I must tell you a little of Jerasalem,

soas to give you some idea of the 
place before we arrive home, then I 
can tell you much better in Mohawk. 

We arrived at Jaffa on Monday at 
noon, managed to get off the steamer 
and that was about all, for mother was 
so illshe did not know what it was 
like. Lassure you it was anything but 
smooth. About an bour and a half 
after landing we left Jaffa by train for 
Jerusalem arriving there about six. 
t morning very early we started 
5 age for Jericho,« most delight- 
fuldrive. The road is fine, all moun- 
tains and valleys through that part of 
Palistine. Afterourarrival at Jericho 
ut noon we bad luacheon. Then at 
two we drove over to the Dead Ses 
we ave bringing home some Dead Se 
water, Then we drove to Riv 
Jordan. As Mr. Costigan said I was 
not to go home unless I bronght some 
Jordan water with me, I thought it 
best to bottle some for I do want to go 
home. We remained in Jericho over 
night. Early next morning we left 
Jericho for Jevusalem. [ tell you I was 
more than pleased to leave too; the 
ave uny amount of Bedouins (robbers 
and thieves) and they with the cross 
dogs of the people of Jericho make 


the place howl. Those Bedouins 
ave terrible looking people; they 
wear a very peculiar dress, their 


headgear is genevally black and then 
their face is black too, one cannot tell 
when they are looking at you. The 
air in Jerusalein is foul, particularly in 
the Jewish quarter, There are cer- 
tainly very wonderful things to see 
all through Palestine, so many places 
of interest. We visited Solomen’s

CHARCOAL IRON 
FOR EXPORT. 


Liverpool Sends Deseronto 
} First Buropean Order for 
the Ontario Article,

An order, while not large in itself, 
bat of iinportance as an initial step in 
theexpertation of Ontavio pig iton, 


has been received by the Desecronto 
Iron Company, The order was for 
1,000 tonsof pig iron for malleable 


castings to be delivered in Liverpool, 
England, Wheuthe shipmentis made 
it will be probably the first charcoal 
iron exported from Canada. It is this 
fact that makes the order of so much 
importance to Deseronto, It is to be 
hoped that more orders will follow, 
and that the spectacle of train loads of 
Canadian iron mitde from Canadian 
ore for export will be a familiar sight 
in the near future, 

The present output of the works is 
about 1,000 tons x month, The con- 
sumption of charcoal for the same 
period is from 70 to 75 carloads, 
American ore from the Lake Superior 
region is still being used, a thorough 
investigation of Ontario ore not hav- 
ing been completed as yet. The 
Ontario ores contain an excess 
sulphur and objectionable chemical 
properties, which will have to be 
overcome before their commercial 
value can be ascertained. Shipments 
of American ore are expected here 
some time during May oa June. 

The market for charcoal iron con- 
tinnes active; there isa steadily in- 
eveasing demand, and prices continue 
to advance,

Aid for Iron Workers. 


In the Ontario Legislature Hon, J. 
M. Gibson, seconded by Hon. John 


Dryden, moved a resolution to 
authorize encouragement to blast 
furnaces which use charcoal made 


within the province as the sole fuel in 
smelting ores, payment ta be made 


of the Milk in Bethlehem, visited the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchve, Mosque 
of Omar, Jews’ Wailing Place, Garden 
of Gethsemane, Mount of Olivesand 
Bethany iu Jerusalem.

We were told there was one 
leaving in an hour. [ assure you it 
did not take us long to have our 
luggage transferred from one steamer 
to another. We came on the Gookha, 
a British India steamer, to Naples, 
arriving there on Satucday at noon 
Remained in Naples until Monday 
afternoon. Went to Pompeii, mauled 
a wonderful city of ruins. We arrived 
in Rome about six on Monday, While 
there we visited the Vaticun Palace 
and Gallery, St. Peter's, Capuchin 
cemetery, museum, the Colosseum, 
Church of St. John Lateran, St Paul's 
cuthedral—these are the important 
places. We 
afternoon, arriving here last evening. 
Tomorrow we go to Pisa, if father 
feels well enough, We are all pretty 
well, Yours sincerely, 7 
KARAKWINEH.

Manila, April 5.—The preamble of the 
proclamation of the United States Philip 


pine commission recites the cession by 
the peace treaty of the Philippine Isl- 
ands to the United States, refers to the 


appointment of the commission, assures 


the people of the cordial good-will and 
fraternal feeling of the President of the 
United States and the American people, 
and asserts the object which the United 


States Government, apart from the ful- 
filtnent of its solemn obligati#@ns, has 
assumed towards the family of nations 


by the acceptance of the sovereignty over 
the islands, Their object is the well- 
being, prosperity and happiness of the 
Philippine people and their cleyation to 
a position among the most civilized peo- 
ple of the world. 

Must Have Peaeo and Order, 

The President believes this 

is to be brought about by the ¢ 
of peace and order, the guaran 
and religious liberty, the establishment 
of justice, the civilization of letters, 
science and the liberal and practical art: 
the enlargement of intercourse with 
eign nations, the expansion af industrial 
pursnits by trade und commerce, by mul- 
tiplication and improvement of the means 
of internal communication, by develop- 
ment, with the aid of modern mechanical 
inventions, of the great natural resources 
of the srehipelago, and by the uninter- 
rupted devotion of the people to the pur- 
suit of useful objects and the realization 
of tho noble ideas which constitute the 
higher civilization of mankind. 
t Unfortunately, these pure aims and 
} purposes of the American Government 
und people have been misinterpreted to 
some of the inhabitants, and, as a con- 
sequence, the friendly American forces 
haye, without cause, been openly attack- 
ed, And why these hostilities? What do 
the best Filipinos desire? Can it be more 
than the United States is ready to give? 
They are patriots and want liberty. 

Meanwhile, the attention of the people 
of the Philippines is invited to certain 
regwiative principles by which the Uni- 
ted States will be guiged in its relations 
with them, 

Points of Importance. 

These are points of cardinal import- 
ance; 

1. The supremacy of the United States 
must and will be enforced throughout 
every part of the archipelago, and those 
who resist it can accomplish no end 
other than their own ruin. 

2. fo the Philippine people will be 
granted the most ample liberty and self- 
governments reconcilable with the maine

5, There shall be guaranteed to the 
Philippine people an honest and effective 
ciyil service, in which, to the fullest 
extent of which it 1s practical, natives 
shall be employed. 

6, The collection and application of all 
taxes and other revenues shall be placed 
upon & sound, economical basis, and the 
public funds, raised justly and collected 
| honestly, shall be applied only to defray 
| the regular and proper expenses incurred 
by and for the establishment and main- 
tenance of the Philippine Government, 
and such general improvements us the 
public interests may demand. Local 
funds collected shall be used for loral 
purposes, and not to be devoted to other 
ends. With such prudent and honest fiscal 
administration, it is believed that the 
needs of the Government wil], in a short 
time, become compatible with a consid- 
erable reduction in taxation. 

7. A pure, speedy and effective admin- 
istration of justice shall be established, 
whereby may be eradicated the ovils aris- 
ing from delay, corruption and exploita- 
tion. 

Public Works to Be Promoted. 

8. The construction of roads, railroads 
and similar means of communication and 
transportation, and of other public works, 
manifestly to the advantage of the Philip- 
pine people, shall be promoted.

As to the feusibility of this 
voute, [ note from the maps that the 
summit level is 86,73 feet above the 
level of Georgian Bay and 666 feet 
above the St. Lawrence river. The 
water supply must necessarily depend 
on rivers and streams, which duving 
freshets would cause flooods and 
currents, and during droughts sant 
water: all of which would sender 
the route unnavignble at certain 
seasons for any craft except those too 
small to be profitable. The Welland 
canal, when opened in 1550, was fed 
from Grand River, with wv fall from 
the summit level of the canal to Lake 
Evie of about 6 Teel znd to Lake 
Ontario of about 352 feet; vet this 
source of feed failed, and the Welland 
eanal was necessarily deepened and 
fed from Lake Evie. Now the Grand 
River, daring dry weather, does not 
furnish water enough to run the mills 
immediately below the Dunnyille dam, 
the point from which the Welland 
canal oviginally got its water, let alone 
feed the canal, 

The advantage claimed for the 
Montreal, Ottawa and Georgian Bay 
canal, also the Collingwood and To- 
ronto railway voutes, fromthe upper 
lakes to Montreal, isa saving of 310 
miles over the established water route 


via Lake Erie and Welland canal. A 
saving of distance does not always 
make a lower freight rate, and it does 
not in this case, us in many others 
where railroads and canals, though 
much shorter, parallel open water 
routes. 

“The Literary Digest” of 25th of 
Murch quotes Prof. Haupt of Phila- 
delphia as authority that wheat is 
shipped from California to Europe via 
Cape Horn for about one-seventh 
what the vail haul across the United 
tes would be, though the distance 
across to New York is only about one- 
fifth of the all water voute to Europe.

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The Sun's Motlo., 

An astronomical fact now as former- 
ly causing no little perplexity to some 
is that the sun's motion—which un- 
questionably and indisputably is ex- 
tremely quick—does not change the 
relative position of the sol stem to 
the fixed stars and the constellations 
more than it actually does, and there 
ave some who on this account are in- 
clined todonbt the actual motion of 
the sun in space, 

The investigations of astronomers 
have nevertheless established one thing 
as certain—namely, that the san moves 
through space at a great speed—esti- 
mated by some scientists at 16 miles a 
second—carrying all the planets, satel- 
lites and other cosmical bodies along 
with it, but this motion of the vast 
luminary, while affecting. of course. 
the real motion of the planets in space, 
does not in even the slightest degree 
affect the relative motion of sun and 
planets. 

Fven under the supposition of 60 


great a rate as 16 miles in one second, 
this relative position of the stn to the 
fixed stars would, astronomers declare, 
be hardly perceptible in a century, on 
account of the almost inconceivable 
distance of the latter—the conclusion 
being, therefore, that many thousands of 
years must pass before the sun's proper 
motion in space can change the config- 
uration of the star groups.

Ina letter in another column De 
W. Carter, of Port Colborne, Ont., 
advances a strong argument in favor 
‘ofimproving the present waterways 
of Canada instead of spending the 
public money in constructing and 
maintaining a ship canal from the 
Georgian Bay to the Ottawa River. 
Mr. Carter has vessel interests at Port 
Colborne, and as a consequence is 
interested in the welfare of that port. 
Heis nevertheless in the right in his 

_ contention that unless our waterways 
ave improved, and that quickly, Can- 
ada’s shipping interests will suffer. 

. He points out that the big grain 
carriers of the lakes charge as much to 
earry grain from Duluth or Chicago 
to Georgian Bay ports as they do to 
Buffalo, giving as a reason that they 
can get cheap fuel and areturn cargo 


at pulls, which they are unable to 


obtain in the Georgian Bay~ region. 
“Unless Canada can utilize the services 
of these mammoth cheap carriers she 
must lose her share of the lake com- 
merce, and to do so the present canals 
niust be deepened and improved. Mr, 
Carter also points out that the pro- 
posed Georgian Bay canal, if built, 
must depend upon mountain streams, 
which would cause floods in the spring 
and dry up im hot weather, rendering 
the amount of available water in the 
canal an uncertainty. He does not 
mention the proposed Trent valley 
canal, which would be of as much 
moment to this part of Ontario as the 
Welland csnal is to the Niagara 
peninsula, The most vital point is 
that the Canadian waterways must be 
improved if we wish to compete with 
the vessels of the United States in the 
matter of moving grain from the 
Western country to the seaboard. 
The letter as a whole is worthy the 
careful perusal of all who desire to see 
Canada advance.

Chief of Police Instructed to Prohibit the 
Riding of Bicycles on Sidewalks. 


A special meeting of the Town 
Council was held lust night to hear 
the report of the Five, Light and Gas 
Committee in the matter of the pro- 
posed fire hall and the appointment of 
w five chief. 

A petition from the Standard Chem- 
ical Company in regard to an exten- 
sion of the water mitins in the east end 
wus referred to a committee, 

The Charities Committee presented 
an account for board of an indigent, 
which was ordered paid, but several 
other accounts were referred to com- 


. Rixen, chairman of the com- 
mittee, presented the veport, which 
stated that advertisements had been 
published in the newspapers of Toron- 
to and Montreal fora chief, and that 
several applications had been received 
in sunswer thereto. Among the 
applicants was Martin Ker, who had 
been a member of the Toronto brigade 
for some eight or nine years. He was 
well recommended by influential mem- 
bers of the Toronto Council and by 
the chief and deputy ch of than 
brigade. He was interviewed per- 
sonally und made a favorable impres- 
sion on the members of the committee, 
The objection toa local man was that 
the insurance companies would net be 
satisfied with such a man. 

As to the personnel of the brigade at 
present, it wus said that the members 
were continuing under the old agree: 
ment with the Council until their io- 
surance expired about the first of 
May. Captain Knox had resigned on 
March 31, and W. H. Harvey was 
acting as chief pro tem, The present 
strength of the brigade is nine men, 
but five more applications have been 
received. The committee were of the 
opinion that the brigade should have 
at least twenty men.” . 

The committee had learned thatw 
collective policy covering fifteen or 
more men could be secured, which 
would insure each man as long as he 
Was a member of the brigade. Should 
a pan leave the brigade his insurance 
would be cancelled and his successor 
would take his place on the guaranty 
roll. Only one policy was needed, and 
by the town paying the premiums it 
would control the insurance. 

In regard to the proposed fire hall, 
the committee stated they could 
secure alot opposite the Town Hall 
for $1,100, together with the building 
thereon. A lot on the corner of 
Main and Prince streets could be 
obtained for $800, but the committee 
thought $500 a sufficient price. A lot 
next the corner of Main and Prince 
streets could be had for $400, The 
committee favored the Smith let on 
account of its proximity to two livery 
stables, but thought the price too high. 
They favored an east end site because 
the majority of fires recently were in 
thut section, 

A plan of the fire hall at Dundas had 
been secured from: the architect, and 
they ent suggest that this plan ora 
modification of it be selected, This 
building is of pressed brick with slate 


roof. Cost complete $3,200. It could 
beso modified as to be erected for 
about $2,500. A building of this 


description would be a credit to the 
town and # source of pride to the 
members of the brigade, The upper 
flat could be converted into a dwelling 
for the chief, who could thus have the 
apparatus under his immediate 
control, 

Through the courtesy of the * village 
clerk of Merritton the». committee 
secured a copy of an excellent by-law, 
which was submitted to the council 
for their consideration, It had been 
examined and approved by the Town 
Solicitor. Such a by-law being a 
necessity, the committee recommend- 
ed its adoption. 

A motion was carried to the effect 
that twenty men and a chief be secured 
as a fire briguade—the town to pay the 
premiam on a policy insuring all the 
members of the brigade for $1000 a 
piece as well as paying each mana 
stated sum per annum and for any 
time they may lose at a fire. 

Aloton Main street offered to the 
committee by the Rathbun Company 
for $100 was ordered to be purchased, 
This lot ison Main street just east of 
Prince street. 

Architect Edwards, of Hamilton, is 
to be requested to so modify the pian 
of the Du s fire hall that the cost is 
not to exc 1 $2,800, 

The matter of purchasing a hook and 
ladder wagon and a hose veel was laid 
over until next meeting. 

The annual report of 
board was read, anda grant of $500 
asked for viven them. ‘There are 800 
members, and 2,300 books in the li- 
brary. 

The meetings of the Council are to 
be held hereafter in the Colp | block on 
the third Tuesd: of each month, 
instead of Thursday, at § p.m. 

The recommendations of Mr. Ker as 
afiveman were vead to the council. 
They were from the mayor and 
officials of Toronto, and spoke bighly 
of the applicant as a five fighter, It 
was cuvvied that Mr, Kerr be giyen a 
three months trial as five chief. 

Bicycle viding on the sidewalks is to 
be prohibited, The chiet of police was 
instructed to enforce the present law 
covering this, until the Town Solicitor 
can draw up ® move stringent bylaw.

The Brooklyn Eagle suggests that 
if Great Britain shonrkt offer to ex- 
change atl the territory in Canada 
south of tho St. Lawrence for the 
Philip vines, the proposal would receive 
some consideration, but that the 
British West Indies would be of little 
or no use to the United States. By 
the arvangement outlined, the United 
States would get NovaScotia «nd New 
Brunswick, and a national boundary 
which would afford mwny udrantages.

The Standard Chemical Works 


and Their Products, 


The Standard Chemical Company's 
plant at the east end of town is a 
unigue establishment. They manu- 
facture a multitude of products, chief 
among which are charcoal, acetate of 
lime and weod alcohol. The charcoal 
is used in the smelting works here, 
while the acetate of lime and wood 
alcohol ave disposed of elsewhere, A 
visit to the works forces upon one the 
fact that Deseronto is » busy town and 
that the Chemical Works is a busy 
place. ss 

The wood which is used in the plant 
comes in over the Bay of Quinte, 
Central Ontario and Kingston & Pem- 
broke Railways, and is charred either 
in kilns or in the retort house. There 
ave seventeen charcoal kilns of a 
capacity of about 40 cords of wood 
each. The Wood used is mostly hard 
wood, that muple and beech, 
although a small percentage of soft 
wood is ulso used. The wood is stack- 
edin the kilns clear to the top and a 

five started in the five place beneath 

the kiln opening, in the centre, which 

takes a small quantity of bunchwood. 

After the fire has run all through the 

stack of wood all the vents ure closed 

and the fire allowed to die off and the 

charcoal to cool, nbout four days being 

consumed in the burning and six days 
in the cooling proce The smoke is 
collected and passed into the refinery, 

—of which more Inter on. After the 

charcoal is cooled it is taken in buggies, 

ran up an inclined plane and dumped 

into cars to be taken to the smelting 

works. 

In the retort house there are twenty- 
five pairs of retorts in the “bench.” 
These retorts ave of steel 50 inches in 
diameter and 9 feet long. There isa 
spur line of railway running directly 
into the retort house, from which the 
wood is taken. from the cars and | 
pluced in the retorts. When a pair of 
retorts is filled the doors are sealed 
with mud, to exclude the ain It 
takes twenty-four hours to carbonize 
the wood im these retorts. The char- 
coal is removed while het and placed 
in steel cooling cans, of which there 
are at present 60, and allowed to cool. 
The vetorts char about forty cords of 
wood per dny. 

The grates under the retorts are 
arranged to burn either wood, coal, 
echarcoal braze (vefuse) or gas. At 
present they are using slack coal and 
charcoal br mixed with tar, Each 
retort has a vertical copper condenser, 
which condenses the smoke and separ- 
ates the gas from the liquor, which 
pass into separate receptacles 
being used under the retort

The liquor contains a large percentage 
of water and its other constituents are 
iid 


wood alcohol, acetic nd tarry 
mitter, The liquor passes into two 
tanks in the cooling shed, and is thence 
pumped through copper pipes to the 
refinery, The charcoal cooling cans 
each hold the contents of one retort 
andare allowed to stand from 21 to 36 
hours in the shed before they are 
emptied, There is a transfer car at 
exch end of the shed, and as the cans 
ave emptied they are sent back to the 
retort house, The charconl after cool- 
Ingis sent up an elevator and runs 
along over a rotating screen to sepiar- 
ate the braze, or refuse, from charcoal 
of a commercial character. After 
being sorted the charcoat is run in 
buggies up an elevator and dumped in 
at the top of freight cars, 

On the condenser platform, situated 
between the kilns and retinery, the 
smoke fromthe kilns is drawn through 
eight large eondensers by a centrifugal 
fan. Itthen rons through pipes on 
the platferm, and into the 
tanks in the vefinery

Militia Genoral Orders. 


The following militin orders have 
been issued: 

In anticipation of the central camps 
of instruction, and the somewhat ad- 
vanced tactical instruction which it is 
proposed to give cavalry regiments 
and infantry battalions during the 
ensuing drill season, the Major Gen- 
eral commanding proposes to give 
commanding officers an opportunity 
of meeting at named military centres, 
where, underaspecially selected officer, 
practical and theoretical opportunities 
of instruction will be «afforded.

Fasiilonable Section of London Gets 
Bad 


London, April 18.—Hyde Park Court, 
Albert Gate, one of the finest and most } 
fashionable blocks of residential flats, 
overlooking the famous Roften Row, 
caught flre at 9.80 yesterday morning. 
The building, which is 11 storeys high, 
was built by the notorlous Jabez Spencer 
Balfour, the former member for Purlia- 
ment, who was responsible for the col- 
lapse of the Liberator Building Associa- 
tion and other companios, by which 
thousands of people were ruined, and 
who is undergoing a sentence of 14 years 
penal servitude as a result of his convic- 
tion on charges of fraud. 

The fire broke out in the lower part of 
the building and spread up’ the clevator 
shaft with great rapidity. The flames in- 
volved the upper storeys hefore their 
occupants were aware of the danger, 
When the alarm was raised the affrighted 
servants dropped from the top windows 
to a verandah on the ninth storey. The 
fective arrangements of the London fire 

igade were again demonstrated, as the 
fire escapes were tco short to reach the 
people in the upper storeys, who only 
escaped with the greatest difficulty, while 
the fashionable residents 
storeys streamed out of the building 
carrying what they could of their belong- 
ings.

Thwaites personally, but he did know 
a story of another man. of which, he 
said, the story about Thwaites remind 
ed him 

“You know that eyeglasses make a 
qveat difference in the looks of a man, 
don't they? Well. this is how Copley 
cume to wear eyeglusses 

“His eyes? They may have euffered 
from the artificial help they have been 
getting from those glasses all these 
yeurs, though | believe he has had the 
good sense all along to wear simple 
lenses thut make not the least difference 
to his vision But he certainly never 
took up with those eyeglasses for the 
good of bis eyes. It began as a matter 
of policy with Copley 

“When I knew him first, we were 
both students in a big London hospital, 
trying to become doctors. 

“Copley was very much in earnest, 
you see. He may have been naturally 
disposed to have his larks in one way 
or another, but he always had a certain 
shrewdness which kept him froin play- 
ing tricks calenlated to bring the pro- 
fessors down on him. In particular he 
Imew how good a thing it was to stand 
well with the dean of the faculty. 

“I ought to explain, in case you do 
not know. that there the dean of the 
faculty is the professor who has held 
office longest, and at that particular 
hospital the statutes made him very 
much of an autocrat. For instance, 
there were three big ‘exams’ to pass in 
the five years, and no student could 
present himself at any one of these 
three without a certificate from the 
hospital he belonged to that he had at- 
tended lectures and demonstrations 
‘duly and faithfully’ for a certain nom- 
ber of terms. These certificates were 
signed at our hospital by the dean of 
the faculty alone. He took the reports 
of the other professors, but in the last 
resort his signing or not signing might 
be very much a matter of his own per- 
sonal estimate of the individual student 
See? The dean could practically stop a 
man from getting his degree, eyen if 
that man knew as much about medi- 
cine as Galen. 

“Portunately onr dean was a good 
old fellow, and he used his power not 
only with justice, but with mercy. 
Perhaps his botanical studies made him 
mild. I have noticed that people who 
have much to do with plants and flow- 
ers are mostly of a genuine disposition. 
He was professor of ‘materia medica,’ 

“One day he seemed fidgety and dis- 
tracted when he took his place to begin 
the lecture. He seemed to be looking 
oyer the class in search of some one 
Presently his eyes fell on Copley, The 
old man puckered up his brow and 
stared at Copley through his spectacles 

‘Then he began in a neryous, irrita- 
ble way: ‘Yes, sir, you. I don’t know 
your name, sir. You, sir What is your 
name, if you please?’

“Copley had no idea what the dean 
was talking abont, and none of his 
friends could enlighten him. Some of 
the class could guess, but they did not 
happen to know Copley well enough to 
volunteer a hint. The truth was that 
some student had been making an ass 
of himself that morning with the schoo) 
boy trick of fastening walnut shells on 
the feet of a cat and then turning the 
beast loose in the lecture room corridor 
The janitor had at last been obliged to 
kill the cat with a shotgun. The dean 
thought he had found the perpetrator of 
this outrage, but he was wrong Poor 
Copley had not even been in the college 
and knew nothing about it 

“As Copley had no idea what the 
dean was driving at. he could only sub 
mit toa havangue, while the students 
tittered, and then after lecture go and 
ask the dean what it all meant. But the 
dean only staved at Copley as a par 
ticularly impudent specimen of a nor

Onangers of Filters, 
Filters for purifying water are of 
many kinds in their wechanical strne-— 
ture, but, according to the report of the 
Maryland state board of health, it. 
would appear that’ such filters muy 
steadily lose efficiency until they be- 
come first class cultuye beds for bacteria. 
In evidence of this position an exampla 
cited is that of a man in Baktimore who 
sends the whole water supply of his— 
house through a large filter and subse. 
quently puts his drinking water through 
one of the small domestic filters com- 
non in the market. - 

A test of this arrangement showed 
that on a day when the city taps were 
running 510 bacteria to the cubic cen- 
timeter the large filter was delivering 
some 9,900 bacteria in the eame water. 
When the large filter was repacked, 
only 9 bacteria per centimeter got 
throngh it, though this same water 
when passed throngh the small filter 
came out with 71 bacteria per centi-— 
meter. 

This aspect of the matter is still fur- — 
ther strengthened by another example, — 
a case where a filter supposed to be the 
best in the market was in use. The 
effectiveness of this filter was so short 
lived that the precaution was observed 
of boiling the water after it was filtered.

Orlz he Poxtal System. 


The wonderfal postal system, whieh 
has reached ont until it includes every 
country on the face of the earth, hud 
ite beginning in the mind of an inge- 
nions Frenchman 

In 1658, early in the reign of Lonis 
XIV, M. de Velayer established a pri- 
vate penny post. Boxes were set up at 
the street corners for the reception of 
letters and offices were opened in vari- 
ous quarters of Paris. Collections were 
made once a day from the street boxes, 
followed many hours later by a single 
delivery, and thns the first postoffice in 
the world was established. 

M. do Velayer was so greatly encour- 
aged by the success of his enterprisa 
that in order to develop it still further 
he printed certain forms of billets or 
notes which were intended to cover all 
the ordinary requirements of business 
in great towns. These forms contained 
blanks which were intended to be filled 
up by the pen with such special matter 
as might be necessary to complete the 
writer's object. The idea at once be- 
came popular, and the printed forms 
accompanied the expansion of the postal 
service throughout the larger cities of 
France, and it was many years before 
they fell into disuse. —Harper’s Round 
Table.

Blankets of Bark. 

In Ecuador, one of the South Ameri 
can republics, the bark of a tree which 
grows on the slopes of the Andes is 
utilized for the making of blankets. 
The blanket is over six feet long ana 
over five feet wide and is as soft ani 
pliable as though it were made of flan- 
nel. It is about the thickness of a good 
flannel blanket and can be rolled up ana 
put ina strap without hurting or injur- 
ing it. 

This tree or bark blanket is merely 4 
strip of bark cut from a section of the 
trunk of the blanket or demajagua tree. 
The Indians make a cutting around the 
trunk to get it, and they prepare it by 
scaking it in water until it issoft. It 
is then pounded so that the rough out- 
side can be stripped off and the inside 
atone left The inside is of fine fibers so 
joined together by nature that it makes 
a beautiful blanket, warm enough to 
be used as a cover and soft enough fox 
a mattress 


Poison Hemlock. 

Water hemlock isa deadly plant com 
muon in most country neighborhoods. 
Its roots are eaten often in spring by 
nistake for some edible root, and death 
freqnently results. Cattle are often poi- 
foned by drinking water in marshes 
where it grows 
, Phe poigon hemlock from which the 
reeks made poisons is a near relative 
to the water hemlock. It stands from 
two to seven feet high and has clusters 
of small white flowers and large, pars- 
leylike leaves. The stalk, being hollow. 
is often made into whistles by country 
boys, and many children are poisoned in 
this fashion.

Fenian Raid Medals. 

The Toronto World, under the head- 
ing “Why this lingering delay,” 
prints the following in reference to the 
Fenian raid medals: The special 
committee of the Toronto’66 Veterans’ 
Association and the Red River Expe- 
dition Association, 1870, met on March 
22, and unanimously adopted a resolu. 
tion regretting the delay in issue of 
the Canada geueral service war medal, 
The resolution exhibited the facts that 
the memorial requesting the medal 
Was presented to the Governor-Gen- 
eral in May, 1897; on October 20, 1897, 
Hey Majesty cabled that she authorized 
its issue: in November, 1897, the 
Apadian Government was asked to 
send adesign for the reverse of the 
medal; in June, 1898, a board of office 
to consider claims ¥ appointed; in 
November, 1598, the War Department 
approved of the design furnished 
fiom Canada; in March, 1899, the 
Minister of Militia wrote stating that 
it was not known when the medals 
would be issued; during the year and 
five months many comrades entitled 
to the medal had died, and the com- 
mittee called the attention of the 
Minister of Militia, and of the Senate, 
and of the House, to the deplorable 
delay, and asked that measures be 
taken toobtain the issue or distribu- 
tionof the medals on Her Majesty’s 
next birthday, May 21,

MIDLAND-TRENTON. 


A Waterway That Would be of 


Immense Banefit to Canada. 


A Resume of the Reasons 
Advanced for the Completion 
of the Work Begun Half 
a Century Ago. 


Ina letter to THe TRIBUNE publish- 
ed recently the author set forth in 
convincing teams reasons why the 
Welland canal should be improved and 
the harbor at Port Colborne deepened 
to allow of the largest class of lake 
using that harbor. This week we 
present reasons why the Trent Valley 
canal should be completed and put into 
operation. A glance at the map of 
Ontario should convince almost anyone 
that there is « great future before 
Canada, and especially Ontario, if the 
natural resources of the country were 
developed. Qheap transportation of 
raw material is one solution of the 
problem of how to advance our 
country’s prosperity. This country 
cannot compete wilh the United States 
unless we can mmrke it possible to 
utilize the largest freight steamers on 
the likes. To do this we must have 
canals of a sufficient depth to allow 
of their being operated to the fullest 
extent. Tne TRIBUNE takes the 
following excerpts from a pamphlet 
issued by the Trent Valley Association 
of Peterboro: 

The fulldevelopment of the natural 
resources of our country requires that 
the cost of transport between its differ- 
ent ports and between them and the 
sea-board shill be reduced to and kept 
at the lowest possible point 

Wherever available, waterways 
have invariably proved themselves 
the most economical means of trans- 
port for the bulkier and weightier 
articles of commerce, and consequently 
the best regulators of freight rates 
and the only mode of transport which 
defies the machinations of combines. 

S. A. Thomson, of Duluth, said: We 
find that between 1868 and 1885 the all- 
rail rate decreased from 42.6 cents to 
licents« bushel, while the all-water 
mute decreased from 25.3 cents to 4.55 
éents per bushel. In other words, 
while there had been a reduction of 
two-thirds in the rail rates there had 
been a reduction of four-fifths in the 
all-water route. We find during this 
time the all-water rate has been below 
the rail rate by from 25 to 674 per cent. 
Since 1885 there have been no radical 
or narked changes. 

Now we take the cost of transporta- 
tion: We find thataccording to Poor's 
Manual for 1896 the average rate ve- 
ceived by the railways of the United 
States per ton per mile for the trans- 
portation of freight averaged 8,21 mills. 

Ve find that on the Erie canal the 
rate is very much less. Turn to the 
lukes. t the outlet of Lake Superior 
the records ure kept very close, and in 
1896 the average price received for the 
transportation of freight, which went 
through the canals at the outlet of 
Lake Superior, was ninety one-hun- 
dvedths of one mill. We can state 
the fact broadly by saying that in 
general the cost of deep water trans- 
portation is only about one-tenth the 
average cost of vail tvansportation, A 
caveful sevies of experiments conduct- 
edon the G. T. RK. some yeurs ago, 
showed that the actual net cost of 
transportation was 5 mills per ton 
per mile. The average net cost in 
1896 on the railroads of the United 
States was somewhat larger than that. 
being nearly 6 mills per ton per mile. 

James Hill, the president of the 
Great Northern Road, built some 
steamships. These steamships are 
built to the full draught of water at 
the Sault. They cary 2,700 tons of 
treight, and make the run from Duluth 
to Buffalo in three-and-a-half days and 
Cost $120 perday., Thedistance from 
Duluth to Buffalo is 1,000 iniles, aud 
working that down we find the cost is 
fifteen-one thousandths of a cent per 
ton per mile. Turning that into figures 

that business men understand we do 
onthe great lakes for $1.00 what it 
costs the best situated ruilway in the 
United States to do, .

The lockage to be overcome between 
Take Huron and Montreal ov New

Between Montreal and Lake Huron 
via the Welland route, 583 feet; via 
the Trent route, 1,056 feet; between 
New York and Lake Huron via the 
Erie route, 615 feet. 

The Trent route will be (in time) 22% 
hours shorter than the Welland, und 
so much ahead of the Erie, that upon 
the Trent a round trip will be made in 
less time than a single trip can be 
made on the Evie. 

The Trent route willafford the most 
economical route between the great 
lakes and eastern markets, 

At Midland, 5 miles west of Mont- 
real, we have « harbor of about twenty 
miles in length, of several miles in 


width, of a depth much in 
excess of the vequirements of the 
largest vessels now in use or likely to 


be Th use on the great lakes and easy 
of access in all weathers, During the 
past season there has been erected at 
Midland a millfon bushel elevator in 
addition to the half million one already 
there, At these elevators nearly 
6,000,000 bushels of grain was handled 
in 1898, notwithstanding that the new 
elevator was not completed until late 
in the season, In 1898 the maximum 
and mivimum rates of freight on 
wheat were : From Chicago toBelfust 
2) to 9-10 of a cent and from the same 
point to Midland 2} to 7 of a cent per 
bushel, notwithstanding the udvan - 
tages which Buffalo offers over Mid- 
land, to vessels. vesorting thither in 
the way of return freights, 

When completed this water-way 
will be a practical extension of the 
harbor of Montreal into and through 
the Midland district ef the Province of 
Ontario; having a shore line of over 
1,000 miles and having within a ten 
mile veach of its wharfs an area of 
over six million of acres, rich in forest, 
mineral and agriculturel products. 

The resources and products of the 
Midland-Ontario District are very 
largely of such a character that the 
cheapest. of cheap freight is a pre- 
requisite to their development. 

bk. W. Rathbun, of Deseronto, in the 
course of his evidence before the 
Tveut Commission says: ‘Itseems to 


me that the advantages of the propos- 
ed canal would be chiefly local, I 


have no fear of those of our people 
Bevin g a long haul being properly 
ser . Itis those living here in the 
section of Cntavio, through which the 
proposed canal passes, that have not 
the advantages of « long haul vate and 
have not the advantages given by 
these different channels by water and 
by vail to tide water, that the Western 
producer enjoys. Our farm products 
come into competition with the 
Western products, and the latter have 
the advantages of smaller investments 
and long haul vates ; there is no doubt 
that if the canal is put through to the 
Georgian Bay, that a certain amount 
of through traffic will come that way. 
I think it would enhance the value of 
forest products that now in many 
sections isatax on the farmer to get 
vid of and clear his land of. Speaking 
generally, there is considerable coarse 
freight up through the section of 
country that would be traversed by the 
proposed canal and to a given point the 
Increased xecommodition would mean 
cheaper rates. You bring the back 
country to the front and make patches 
of land workable that otherwise is not. 
There is a large section in that country 
that is not now, and never will be, 
accessible to vailways, and I think that 
the canal will bring move facilities for 
transportiution to a larger area of 
country than would be the case if the 
Stine amount that would be required 
forthe completion of the canal were 
expended in extending the railways, 
no matter where you wight locate 
therm, because it is not simply the

The natural and economical develop- 
ment of the manufacturing and agri- 
cultural intevests of the distriet and 
the harvesting of its forest and mineral 
products ave either unnecessarily ve- 
tarded ov vendered impossible for want 
of cheaper means of transport.

A Disastrous Fight. 


Manila, April 24.—In an encounter 
with the Filipinos yesterday, near Quen- 
gua, about four miles northeast of Malo- 
los, seven Americans were killed and 44 
wounded. he following were kiiled: 

Col. John M. Stetsenberg of the First 
Nebraska Regiment, formerly of the 
Sixth Cavalry. 

Lieut. Sisson of the same regiment. 

Two privates of the Nebraska Regiment. 

Three privates of the Fourth Cavalry. 

Most of the wounded belonged to the 
First Nebraska Regiment. 

The Filipinos retreated with small loss. 

The engagement developed into a disas- 
trous, though successful, fight. The in- 
surgents had a horseshoe trench, about a 
mile long, encircling a rice field, on the 
edge of a wood. Capt. Bell, with 40 
cavalrymen, encountered a strong out- 
post. One of his men was killed and five 
were wounded by a volley. Lhe Ameri- 
cans retired, carrying their wounded 
under fire and with great difficulty, being 
closely pursued, the fog enabling the 
enemy to creep up to them. Two men, 
who were carrying a comrade, were shot 
in the arms, but they continued with 
their burden. Capt. Bell sent for rein- 
forvemonts to rescue the bodies of the 
killed cavalrymen, and a battalion of the 
Nebraska Regiment, under Major Muf- 
ford, arrived and advanced until checked 
by volleys from the enemy’s trenches. 
The Americans lay about 800 yards from 
the trenches, behind rice furrows, under 
fire, for two hours. 

Several men were sunstruck, one dying 
from the effects of the heat, as they lay 
there waiting for artillery to come up. 

Finally the Second Battalion arrived, 
and then Col. Stetsenberg, who had spent 
the night with his family at Manila, 
came upon the field. The men immedi- 
ately recognized him and raised a cheer. 
Col, Stetsenberg, deciding to charge as 
the cheapest way ont of tho difficulty, led | 
the attack at the head of his regiment, 
He fell with a bullet in his breast, dying 
instantly, about 200 yards from the 
breastworks. 

Liout. Sisson fell with a bullet in his 
heart, the bullefp striking him near the 
picture of a girl suspended by a ribbon 
from his neck. In the meantime the 
artillery had arrived and shelled the 
trenches. 

The Filipinos stood until the Nebraska 
troops were righb on the trenches, and 
then they bolted to the second line of 
entrenchments, a mile back. The No- 
braska Regiment lost two privates killed 
and had many wounded, including two 
lieutenants, 


The Iowa “Regiment had — several 
wounded, 
The Utah Regiment had one officer 


and three mon wounded, 

Thirteen dead Filipinos were found in 
the trench. Their loaa was comparatively 
small, on account of their safe shelter. 
Tho Americans carried the second trench 
with small loss, and sre now holding the 
town,

Inaveport by an inspector of the 
Underwriters’ Association issued last 
year some criticisms were indulged in 
as to the appliances for five fighting in

underwriters will not have 
harsh things to say of the town, Th 
underwriters are generally pessimistic 
in their views, but their criticisnis 
rest on a solid foundation of fact. The 
improvements suggested could be 
carried out to the advantage of the 
town at a moderate expense and would 
ultimately result in benefit to all, 

The reportdescribes the water works 
system, and recommends various im- 
provements therein. It speaks highly 
of the alarm system, but objects to the 
fact that there is no telephone at the 
pumping station, so that the engineers 
on duty theve could be notified when 
to increase or decrease the water 
pressure, The elevated tankwt Dundas 
and Main streets comesin fora crit- 
icism in that a. man has to be de- 
spatched thither to shut off the water 
when direct. pressuve is required, A 
more suitable plan would be to close 
the valve by electricity or other 
suitable means diveet from the pump- 
inghouse. Lhe mains ave said tobe 
below the frost limit and consist of a 
total of 17,000 feet of piping of feom 
{ to Winches in diameter, the majo 
ity being 6 inche The cirenit of 
water does not meet with approval, 
there being too many ‘dead ends” in 
the system at present. The hydvants 
number 48, and ave in good condition, 
The b de consists of a chief and 16 
men, who ave paid a stated sum per 
annum and insured inst wccident 
in the sum of $1,000 ¢ The men 
ave drilled regularly, There is 
generally mm full utendance und a 
record kept by the secretary, 

Ata test given without notice the

RAILROAD RUMBLINGS. 

It is stated in railway circlos that the 
new standard of rules will be put into 
operation on the. entire system of the 
Grand Trunk on May 1.
